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METROPOLITAN RAILWAYS. 
are many points which are difficult as to Metropolitan 


Railways, 


but there is a point which is very clear and certain. 
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We cannot do there what we have done in the rest of our 
railway syétem. We cannot do under ground what we have 
been used to do above ground. We cannot create an almost 
unlimited network of railways without plan, system, or order, 
Above ground space is unlimited, and if shareholders choose 
to make unprofitable railways they benefit the district in 
which they are made and injure no one but themselves. But 
railways which pass under our large towns cannot be indefi- 
nitely multiplied. Not only would most residents feel a 
considerable aversion to an infinite web of railways just 
under the houses in which they live; but the health of 
the whole population of a city is vitally dependent 
upon the vast and intricate combination of channels by 
which its sewage is conveyed away. If these are thoroughly 
disarranged many lives may soon be lost: if such a system 
is once disarranged, it is no easy matter to arrange it again. 
We cannot make many railways under our great towns, because 
we have already there a delicate network of far greater im- 
portance which must not be interfered with, and which sould 
not be endangered. 


There are three purposes, as is now generally understood, 
for which subterranean railways may be used in the metro- 
polis. First, they may be used to free the metropolis from 
what is called the through traffic. If any railways reach 
London at, various points, it is evident that there will always 
be a large quantity of goods in transitu between one terminus 
and another. The streets of London will be thronged by an 
accumulation of goods traffic which does not properly belong 
to it, and which in no way benefits its inhabitants. » Nothing, 
it is evident can be more absurd than this. The streets of 
the City of London, properly so called, are more crowded by 
their inevitable traffic than any other spots of equal size in 
the world. They are the places where most men want to go, 
and where most men want to carry most things. Thev are 
streets built when no such accumulation of traffic was dreamt 
of or could be deemed possible. If such narrow channels can 
be made adequate for what must go through them, we may 
congratulate ourselves on our good fortune. It is monstrous 
to crowd them artificially with what need not .go 
through them. Underground railways are one means by 
which this needless traffic may be economised, and if there 
were no other means of economising it, metropolitan railways 
would be not a convenience but a necessity ; in a short time we 
should not be able to do without them. But it is evident that 
we are not obliged to take the through traffic which now goes 
through the streets of London under London; we may take it 
round London. This is already done to a very considerable 
extent. The North London and West London railways to- 
gether form a most important communication between the 
different lines of railway which converge at London, and 
enable much traffic to circumnagivate, if we may so say, the 
metropolis instead of passing through it. This system might 
be largely extended, and would probably be found to answer 
the purpose of clearing the London streets from non-London 
traffic as well as any system which can be proposed. 

Secondly. There is the most important function of enabling 
the persons who come to London, and especially those who 
come daily to London, to arrive not at the outskirts of the 
City, but at the City itseli—at the place to which. they. do 
want to go, and not at the place to which they do not want 
to go. Considering the enormous growth of the suburbs of 
London, the annually augmenting number of persons .who 
must be daily and almost hourly in the business parts of the 
metropolis, and who, nevertheless, from family reasons, for 
the comfort of their wives, and the health of their children, 
wish to live in the country, it is impossible to rank too highly 
the need of metropolitan railways for this purpose. They 
are the essence of the matter here. The persons we aré now 
considering do not wish to go round London ; they wish to.go 
to London. If there were no other reason for metropolitan 
railways than the vast yearly growth of this suburban traffic, 
it may be taken as certain that such railways would. soon 
exist, and would, if well made and well connected, be profitably 
managed. 

Thirdly. There is the intercommunication traffic between 
the different parts of London itself,—what is loosely but ex- 
pressively called the cab and omnibus traffic. This, of course, 
is valuable, and may be a good addition to the suburban 
traffic, but it is evident that this traffic is of a very miscel- 
laneous character, that it consists of people who wish to go by 


very different routes to very different places, and therefore 
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that it will not be possible, beyond certain fixed limits, to 
substitute, as far as such traffic is concerned, railways of which 
only a few can be made, for the cab and the omnibus, which 
can be hired for any distance, and go by any route. 

These are the simple needs for which a system of metro- 
politan railways is required. It certainly ought to be possible 
to get a moderate number of railways which would satisfy 
them. Any tolerable system which connected the great rail- 
way termini, which afforded the principal inhabitants of the 
suburbs the means of reaching their daily destination in the 
principal seats of business, which relieved some of the most 
thronged thoroughfares of some of their omnibus and cab 
traffic, would be enough. It is not a case when it is absolutely 
necessary to have the very best system; we may be content 
with many metropolitan railway systems, for many would be 
adequate and tolerable.

| THE EARL OF CARNARVON ON PRISON DISCIPLINE. 
| Last Monday the Earl of Carnarvon brought up a report on 
prison discipline to the Hampshire magistrates assembled at 
| Winchester, which we think, and are bound to think, very 
/sound and admirable, since it sustains in every respect the 
| principles of punishment which Sir Walter Crofton has tried 
with so much success in Ireland, and to which we have 
| steadily given our unqualified support. The Committee of 
| which Lord Carnarvon was the chairman had indeed only to 
| deal with county prisons, and consequently with criminal sen- 
tences not extending beyond two years. The report also is 
strictly on the prison discipline, and does not deal with the 
treatment of the prisoners after they leave prison. Of course 
in a maximum sentence of two years no part can be remitted, 
and of course, therefore, none of the agitated questions con- 
| cerning tickets-of-leave and police inspection after dismissal 
| can be raised. Still, even in dealing with the apportionment 
of two years’ sentences, it is easy to follow guiding principles, 
and the guiding principles which influenced Lord Carnar- 
| von’s Committee are absolutely those of Sir Walter Crofton. 
The aims of the Committee are twofold :—One to make the 
| sentences severe,—more truly penal and unpleasant than they 
| are at present; and, secondly, to increase the reformatory 
| efficiency of the time passed in prison by giving the prisoner 
ithe means to alleviate his own fate, and so giving him a 
| motive to exert himself, the authorities assisting that exertion 
| with the offer of some private satisfaction. The Committee 
| proposed to divide the sentences into five periods. Class 
(1) consists in general of those in the first month of 
| imprisonment ; class (2) of those in the second and third 
months; class (3) of those in the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
months ; class (4) of those in the second half-year of imprison- 
ment, the sixth up to the twelfth month inclusive; and 
class (5) of all imprisoned beyond the first year. They then 
recommend that ten hours’ hard work shall be the rule for 
all classes, and that of this in the first and second classes eight 
hours shall be tread-mill or crank work, in the third class 
six hours, in the fourth four hours, and in the fifth three 
hours per day. The other hours of labour should be em- 
ployed in industrial task-work,—teaching the prisoner some

also recommend that for the purpose of enabling a person to 
gain remission of his sentence, and a speedier rise from class 
to class, asystem of good and bad marks should be introduced, 
to commence in class (2): They would allow a remission

detention in the class for bad conduct. In classes (3) and (4) 


a remission of four days of erank labour a month might

In 
order to gain the good marks, the prisoner would be per- 
mitted to work overtime, i.¢., beyond the time absolutely 
required by the regulations. Besides these arrangements for 
increasing the power of the prisoner to alleviate his own 
imprisonment, the Committee propose various others for in- 
creasing the general weight of the penalty. They would 
diminish the time of sleep from ten hours to eight ; they 
would lower the standard of prison diet, and as much as 
possible strike off the meat ; they would restore the separate 
system in chapel; and they would increase the mechanical 
liances for crank or hard labour.

Those 
liberated directly from Spike Island and Phillipstown, on the | 
contrary, are generally those who have committed one’ 
great crime, of violenee or otherwise, which does not identify 
them with the class of professional criminals. Of counse the | 
relapses here are much fewer. But the comparison gives no, 
test at all, The only fair test would be a comparison of the 
number of relapses in the same class of professional criminala, 
when treated on the English and treated on the Irish system,; 
It would be found that the “ intermediate” system is the only, 
one which yields any permanently good results. | 

Next, Mr Gibson urges that during the last three years the’ 
new convictions for serious crimes in Ireland have been all 
creasing more rapidly than in England. It is true, and fora, 
very good reason.

Of this reduction of 272,000, from one-third to one-half 
'| would'seem to have found at any rate present employment in 
|| cotton pinning ; some have migrated to other districts ; some 
have emigrated to other lands ; a few have been engaged as

WHY DO NOT LANDOWNERS TAKE THE LEAD IN 
THE IMPROVEMENT OF LAND? 

Arrsoveu in the speeches of landowners at the agricultural meet- 
ings of the present autumn there has been much eulogy of the 
farmers for their recent improvements, and not a little general 
assertion of the capacity of our soil for improvements of still larger 
character, we have met with but two attempts to grapple earnestly 
| and truthfully with the real difficulties of the subject. The one 
wes by Lord Stanley, on which we commented some time since; 
the other was made by Lord Lichfield at the Staffordshire Agri- 
cultural Society. On that attempt we shall presently offer a few

That English landowners as body—for of course there are notable

them to manage with advantage. (3) They are unwilling to | 
forego present enjoyment, either in the way of income, game pre- 

servation, political influence, or the like, for the sake of such a || 
judicious improvement of their estates as would produce a steady || 
but certain increase of their incomes. 


All improvements of land by its owner require present outlays 
of capital—sums which must be treated as investments, yielding | 
with certainty good interest by the additional rent to be obtained | 
in consequence of such improvements, but still requiring some im- | 
mediate sacrifice and postponement of spendable income. From | 
one or more of the causes above mentioned, landowners are usually 
unwilling or unable to make the investments of capital necessary 
for rendering their land.as productive as it ought to be. ‘A settle- 
ment, not only by restricting the owner to a life interest, but by 
limiting all the estate to the eldest son, creates a strong motive in 
the mind of the actual possesvor adverse to the investment of 
either his savings of income or his money derived from other 
sources, in outlays which angment the value of his settled estate, 
but diminish or exhaust his means of assisting or providing for the |} 











saving or wealthy. They feel that the law which permits of en- 
tails has already hung too many of “‘ the bells on one horse,” and | 
they naturally and justly desire not further to exaggerate the 
inequality thereby occasioned im the fortunes of their younger 
ehildren and that of their eldest son. It is true that under some 





modern statutes powers for charging settled lands with money | 
invested in their improvement have been afforded ; but landowners, 
who are seldom men of business, have availed themselves very 
little of such powers, and these charges are but sparingly re- 
sorted to. Then, asa rule, landowners possess more land than 
they can manage and improve. Even those possessed of money, 
and whose estates are not entailed, usually prefer to-buy additional 
estates to the investment money in the improvement. of the estates 
they already possess, although they would generally obtain better 
interest for their money by improving than by purchasing 
new property. Territorial acquisitions give a factitious importance 
and apparent influence without the exercise of any judgment or 
business talent, while to improve an estate judiciously requires on 
the part of its possessor some energy and intellectual power, 
as well as available capital. The third class of causes comprise 
those which operate on life tenants who live up to or beyond their 
incomes, or who from various reasons may prefer actually present 
income to future improvement of income to be earned by some im- | 
mediate outlay ; on game-preservers, andon proprietors who desire 
to exercise political influence over their tenants. From some one 
or a combination of these causes there has grown up m England a 
system of mismanagement of agricultural property, which has 
rendered the position of tenant-farmers insecure, and created 
immense obstacles to agricultural improvement on a comprehen- 
sive scale. 

As is natural the farmers, especially the more advanced farmers, 
are not easy under this state of things, and it may be said that 
greater security ot tenure, and more liberality and enterprise on 
the part of their landlords, are amongst their most-earnest aspira- 
tions. 


When, therefore, 2 landowner exhibits a disposition to deal in 
an earnest spirit with tnis subject, he is always listened to with 
attention, and deserves the thanks of the agricultural community. 
Hence, Lerd Lichfield’s speeeh at the Staffordshixe Society 
demands a special notice. Of course, the simple.and natural plan 
of affording security to the occupier of a farm is to grant hima 
lease for such a number of years and with such covenants as will 
induce him to farm with spirit, and enable him to do so with 
safety. One of the worst results, however, of that complex 
system, the origin of which we have endeavoured to describe, has 
been to render English landowners averse to grant Teases, under 
the notion that they are giving up for long periods that species of 
control over their property on which they seem to set most ex- 
treme and absurd value. Many persous, both landlords and 
farmers, desirous of evading rather than overcoming the difficulty 
occasioned by that aversion to leases, have for many years past 
recommended what are called tenant-right agreements, as the 
means of affording to farmers some portion of that security which |) 
they would possess under leases. These agreements the 
landlords to make certain defined allowances to the tenants in 
case they are turned out of their farms, but afford no security 
of possession, the tenants remaining, in fact, only yearly 
tenants. The late Mr Philip Purey was an advocate 
of such agreements, having, as he believed, found them 
working well on the Lincolnshire wolds. And this view 
seems to have been adopted by Lord Lichfield, who last

Hence it is that we occasionally 
find landlords, who live much witbin their incomes, and are other- 
wise wealthy, areas reluctant to invest money in large improve- | 
ments of their settled estates as landlords who are the reverse of | 
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! right agreement adapted for Staffordshire. The adjudication of 
the prize was referred to the Committee of the Society, consisting 
of landlords and farmers and Lord Lichfield, at the recent meeting, 
announced that out of 47 forms sent in, the committee had unani- 
mously awarded the prize to that written by Mr May, of Elford 
Park, who we infer to be a tenant, and probably also a land valuer. 
The number of agreements sent in shows at least the interest felt 
in the subject, and some preliminary remarks made-by Lord Lich- 
field, with the manner of their reception by the meeting, indicates 
some of the views which prevail in regard to the question amongst 

| landlords and farmers. 

As evidence of the better tone now prevailing in the Staffordshire 
Society, it appears that in 1848 the committee “ had some misgiving 
as to whether the introduction of the subject of the tenure ot land 
would promote the real harmony and welfare of the various classes 
connected with agriculture. This year we find the Society 
endeavouring to bring landlords and tenant-farmers openly to the 
discussion of this very question.” To which Lord Lichtield added, “I 
believe that up to the present time this has been one of the most diffi- 
@ult questions which has attended the progress of agriculture.” He 
referred to Mr Pusey’s committee of the House of Commons on 
tenant-right, which came to the conclusion, rightly as we believe, 
that it was “ undesirable for the Legislature to interfere in any 
manner between the owners and occupiers of land.” His Lordship’s 
own object in offering this prize * wasto give thatsecurity which was 
absolutely necessary for those tenant-farmers who might choose to 

d capital in improving the land which they occupied; but at 
the same time all present must know that while such security is 
necessary for the tenant, it should also be accompanied by clauses 
protecting the interests of the landlord. At the same time I was 
quite aware that the greatest security which perhaps could be given 
to the tenant, and that which many of them would prefer, would be 
a lease which would ensure their holding their land for a greater 
number of years, and for a sufficient number of years, to enable 
them to recover the capital laid out upon it. But I could not at all 
disguise from myself the fact, which I knew to be a fact, that al- 
though in the minds of many a lease was preferable toan agreement, 
there are not only many landlords, but many tenants who objected to 
the system of leases.” This assertion as to tenanis objecting to 
leases was met by vehement cries of Nu! no! One result of the dis- 
cussions in the committee of adjudication could not be otherwise 
than beneficial, for, Lord Lichfield says, “I am certain I speak 
the opinion of every landowner on the committee when I say that 
the mere fact of our having met together on so many occasions, 
and discussed all the points which could arise between landlord and 
tenant, has supplied the landlords on the commi'tee with a vast 
amount of vaiuable infurmation quite independently of any agree- 
ment which came before them. And J have no doubt that the 
landed proprietors of this country are anxious to meet them ina 
fair, reasonable, and liberal spirit.” Whether the tenant-farmers 
can adopt the latter half of his Lordship’s statement, so long 
as the landlords withhold leases, is to say the least doubtful. He 
thought the prize agreement was likely to be acceptable to the 
majority of the lanalords and tenants of the county, but it 
is not to be published as it stands, ‘“‘ but the committee 
have agreed amongst themselves to keep together until they 
have made the agreement what they think it ought to be, and 
before they publish it to have the advice of some agents on the 
subject.” We confess to think it of very small importance 
whether the prize agreement be published with or without the 
advice of some agents, but there cun be no doubt that the effect of 
such advice will not render the agreement more favourable to the 
tenant-farmers. That, however, is a matter of small importance, 
for uo such agreement is of any real or practical security to a 
tenant, nor can form in ordinary cases any substitute for a lease. 

The real value of such attempts as that made by Lord Lichfield 
is to produce discussion and afford information to the landlords, 
aad will so tend to hasten on the period when the landlord will 
deem it as necessary for his interest to grant a lease, as the tenant- 
farmer will consider it indispensable to bis security. ‘The discus- 
sions on the subject will turn, not on the question, whether any 

early agreement can be a substitute for a lease, but, as at the 

eviotdale Farmers’ Club, on “what length of lease is most 
calculated to promote agricultural improvements compatible with 
the mutual interests of landlord and tenant?” This agreement has, 
however, formed the subject of much local observa'ion, to some of 
which we shall hereafter have occasion to refer. 

We believe, however, that a strong determination on the part 
of tenant-farmers of skill and capital, not to rest satisfied without 
the security afforded by leases, urged individually on their land- 
lords, will do more to reform the existing system of land manage-

Enauisn Funps.—The French Bourse, chiefly influenced 
by the unsatisfactory state of foreign politics, has, by its un- 
settled condition, greatly acted upon the market in English 
Government securities. Consols have been quoted as low as 
93 at one period of the week ; but have again advanced to 
934, buyers, on an improved report in the prices from Paris, 
The quantity of stock on the market is suffieient to render 
dealers extremely careful, and prices are in consequence very 
sensitive.

Fornicn Srocks.—Business has been of a less animated 
character. The late regulation with regard to unquoted secu- 
rities on the Paris Bourse has had the effect of restricting 
operations here, and in Paris itself dealings in them may be 
considered at an end, to the disadvantage of many small 
holders, who must now retain possession of what may easily 
become an unsaleable stock, or sell at a price proportioned to 
the risk incurred by persons inclined to disregard the new re- 
gulations on the one hand, and undertake the risk and delay 
of operating on a foreign market on the other.

securities been adopted in Paris at the period, say of the first 
introduction of Turkish Consolidés, the public might have 
been thereby protected ; but the result of such a prohibition 
at the present time is simply to prevent the possessors 
of the disqualified stocks from disposing of their 
property. As such a step as that now taken is only 
adopted in consequence of some apprehended danger, it. is 
clear that the hindrance to dealings in them, masmuch as it 
prevents their sale, is an unmixed evil, ealeulated to weigh | 
hardest on those who are the worst informed with regard to 
the value of stocks. 

Operations here have been most numerous in Greek, Mexi- 
can, Passive, and Turkish stocks. The first scarely quotes 
an advance on the price of last week, and Mexican remains 
at about the same price ; rumoursof kind being circn- 
lated with reapeetito the constitution of the proposed Empire or 
with regard to the want of those conditions on which the 
acceptance of the Austrian Archduke is based.

voted by the Spanish Government, on First-class Internal, 90,000/ per 
annum ; ditto on Second-class ditto, 45,000/ per annum; ditto Ex- 
ternal, 45,000/ per annum. By the law of the Ist August, 1851, the 
bondholders are entitled to 20 per cent. of the proceeds of the sales of 
certain State properties, such as common land, which, up to 1859, 
yielded 12,000,000/ and which, consequently, gives as the proportion 
due to the bondholders 2,400,000/. The proceeds of the sales since 
1859 have amounted to 5,000,000/, of whick. the bondholders’ proportion 
is 1,000,000/, making together 3,600,000/, one-half of which is due to 
the sinking fund on the First-class Internal Passives, one-fourth part 
to the Second-class, and one-fourth part to the External Passives. It 
will thus be seen that sufficient funds have been realised to pay off the 
First-class Internal Passives at par, and to reduce the balance of the 
Second-class Debts to 1,900,000/. The value of the remaining pro- 
perty hypothecated to. the sinking funds on these classes of the Spanish 
Debt amounts to 25,000,000/, of which 20 per cent., or 5,000,000/, is 
nearly sufficient to pay off the remainder of the said debt. 


The subscription list of the new Portuguese loan closed on 
Wednesday, the total applications having been for about 
11,000,000/, while the sum to be allotted to the public was 
only 1,250,000. Of this [amount, also, about 700,000 will 
be absorbed to meet special engagements of the contractors, 
leaving only about half-a-million to be generally distributed. 
The present allotments will, therefore, be necessarily of a very 
limited character. The applications were mostly of an un- 
usually good and substantial description. 


A meeting of the holders of Peruvian Dollar Bonds was held 
on Wednesday, for the purpose of concerting measures to ob- 
tain payment of their bonds and coupons in hard dollars 
“pesos fuertes ” instead of the American paper now tendered. 
The meeting was attended by a very large part of the bond- 
holders, and the following resolutions were passed :—

“3. That, inasmuch as the loan of 1862 is necessarily damaging to 
the holders of the Peruvian Dollar Bonds by reason of the mereased 
supply of Peruvian securities, and as the holders of the former Anglo- 
Peruvian Four-and-a-Half per Cents., Three per Cents., Uribarren, and 
Hegan Bonds were most liberally dealt with and amply compensated by 
the terms of the Consolidation, this meeting trusts that they may 
receive the same liberal treatment, and that the sinking fund u 
their bonds may be increased to 8 per cent., so that they may stand in 
the market on equal terms with the 1862 loan. : 

“4. That this meeting adopts the memorial of the 2nd of April,

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

Fresh up to Mark lane, to-day, the arrivals of English wheat 
were on a very moderate senile: ‘The demand, however, ruled in- 
active, both for red and white qualities ; nevertheless, prices were 
unchanged. from Monday last. In foreign wheat—the supply of 
which was. large—eales progressed slowly, on former terms. 
Malting bariey was tolerably firm in price; but grinding and dis- 
tilling qualities met a dull inquiry, at somewhat reduced rates. 
The supply of foreign oats on ssle was very large, and the trade 
was dull, at fully the date decline in the currency. Beans and 
peas were dull, yet no further change tock place in their value. 
In flour, a limited business was transacted on former terms. 

The wheat trade at Liverpool, to-day, was steady, at late rates. 
In flour, rather more business was transacted, and maize ruled 
firm. 

Messrs’ Briggs and Co., writing from Alexandria on the 12th 
ult., state tliat cereal produce had arrived more freely from. the 
interior, and that the trade ruled inactive for all descriptions, at 
about previous rates. Saide wheat sold at 27s 4d to 28s 6d ; red 

| Beheireh, 27s to 27s 8d; Saide beans, 25s 3d to, 25s 94; Beheireh, 
| 248 to 248 6d ; lentils, 24s 2d to 25s ; and barley, 18s 9d to 19s 
per quarter, free on board. 

The Liverpool cotton market, this week, has again been very 
animated, and prices are to-day quoted }d to 1d above Friday 
last. The wtal sales amount to 101,000 sales, including 29,000 
to spinners, 57,000 on speculation, and 15,000 for export. The 
general opinion is strongly in favuur of the article. To-day, the 
tone of the market is quiet, the sales are 7,000 bales; prices, 
however, are not quotably lower. 

Advices from Bomvay are to Sept. 28. In the cotton trade, 
there had been great activity, and during the fortnight ending as 
above, the reported transactions amounted to 60,000 bales, at an 
advance in prices of 50 rupees per candy. In Dhollera, 1864 
crop, the operations were very extensive. The following tables
